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NC blames outsiders, 
communications 'barrier' 


SCENE OF FATALCRASHON 1-45 


Crash in thunderstorm 
fatal to Piano youth 


Jefferey Allan House, 18, of Piano died Tuesday en 


route to a Dallas hospital from injuries he sustained in a 
truck-car collision on 1-45 in Corsicana. 


According to Highway Patrolman Bill Bradley, the 


wreck occurred around 4:25 p.m., at the height of 
Tuesday's thunderstorm, just south of the intersection of 
E. Highway 31 and 1-45. 


Bradley said a northbound semi-tractor truck, driven 


by Wilbert Henry Allen, 35, Houston, went out of control 
and crossed the median into the southbound inside lane. 
Bradley said that House was southbound and swerved to 
the right to avoid the truck, but the truck partially 
jackknifed. 


House's vehicle struck the truck on the right front side 


with the left front of the car. The two vehicles blocked 
both south bound lanes of traffic. 


According to Bradley, House was pinned in his car for 


approximately 20 minutes before being freed and taken 
to Memorial Hospital. Allen was also taken to the 
hospital. He was treated for lacerations and abrasions, 
then released. 


House was being transported to Dallas around 7:58 


p.m. when he died. 


Bradley was assisted in the investigation by units of 


the Corsicana Police Department and the Navarro 
County Sheriff's Department. 


Navarro College trustees met 


in closed session for nearly two 
hours this morning to discuss 
contemplated 
litigation, but 


announced no action following 
the 7:30 a.m. called session. 


Following 
the 
meeting, 


Navarro 
President 
Kenneth 


Walker acknowledged that two 
Houston attorneys representing 
Iranian 
protestors 
have 


discussed 
the 
possibility of 


lawsuits against the college. 
But Walker declined to detail 
specifics of the contemplated 
suits. 


THE STUDENTS have issued 


four demands to the college. 
First, that charges against 34 
demonstrators arrested Friday 
be dropped; second, that the 
newly imposed English test be 
dropped; 
third, 
that 
the 


"conspiracy" 
between 
the 


college 
administration 
and 


Iranian 
consulate be "con- 


demned;" and 
fourth, 
that 


harrassment 
of 
Iranian 


students be ended. 


Dr. Walker this morning 


issued 
a 
formal 
statement 


concerning the English test and 
recent events. The statement is 
as follows: 


This statement is issued in an 


attempt to clarify and bring into 
proper perspective the issues 
which have been raised by a 
group of Iranians who have 
misunderstood the enrollment 
policies and procedures of the 
college. 


The best evidence we can 


gather indicates that a com- 
bination of a language barrier, 
that is the inability of these 
prospective students to un- 
derstand 
and 
speak 
fluent 


English; and agitation from 
outside political activists led to 
unlawful 
and 
disorderly 


demonstrations and 
protests 


against the college. 


Of the four demands issued in 


leaflets 
being 
placed 
in 


mailboxes around the city, only 
one deals with college policy 
and that is the use of the English 
test as a means of determining 
which classes the prospective 
students are qualified to enroll 
for. 


THE 
ENGLISH test 
the 


students are apparently upset 
about is not an admissions test 
but a placement test to deter- 
mine placement of the student 
in the proper classes. The 
placement test is a part of a 
policy adopted by the Board of 
Trustees at their meeting of 
April 14, 1977. 


The 
following 
information 


was distributed on May 3, 1977 
long before the demonstrations 
began and is part of admissions 
information for international 
students: 


"Once 
the 
international 


student has been accepted for 
admission and arrives on the 
college campus, he or she must 
complete a series of tests. The 
results 
of these tests 
will 


determine at what level the 
student 
may 
enter 
the 


educational program. If low 
scores are made on these tests, 
the student will be required to 
take selected developmental 
studies courses along with other 
college 
courses. 
These 


developmental studies courses 
will assist in developing com- 
munications and other skills." 


This clearly indicates that the 


English test was never intended 
as an admissions test but only 
as a placement tool. 


THE OTHER three demands 


related to matters over which 
the college has absolutely no 
involvement and no control. The 
main thrust of the publications 


being distributed deal with 
condemning colleges in the 
United States and the alleged 
conspiracy with the Shah of 
Iran. It should be clear that the 
real 
reasons 
for 
these 


demonstrations do not relate to 
any 
legitimate problem 
at 


Navarro College. These outside 
protesters speaking in Persian 
have 
distorted 
and 


misrepresented college policies 
to those persons who had been 
issued I-20's. 


I want to make it clear that 


the college officials will be fair 
and will abide by the law in 
dealing with those individuals 
who have a legitimate basis for 
enrollment at the college. 


STATISTICS released today 


by the dean of student services, 
Steve Gardner, show that of the 
some 88 persons arrested only 
24 are on the list of persons 
holding . 1-20 
forms 
from 


Navarro College. This makes it 
very clear that some 64 in- 
dividuals had no legitimate 
business at the college and were 
in violation of Articles 51.204, 
51.209 and 51.210 of the Higher 
Education 
Code 
which 


respectively state: 


"It is unlawful for any person 


to trespass on the grounds of 
any state institution of higher 
education of this state or to 
damage or deface any of the 
buildings, statues, monuments, 
memorial 
trees, 
shrubs, 


grasses, 
or flowers on the 


grounds of any state institutions 
of higher education." 


"The governing board of a 


state 
institution 
of 
higher 


education or its authorized 
representatives may refuse to 
allow 
persons 
having 
no 


legitimate business to enter on 
property under the 
board's 


control, and may eject any 
undesirable person from the 
property on his refusal to Idave 
peaceably on request. 
Iden- 


tification may be required of 
any person on the property." 


"Notwithstanding any of the 


provisions of this subchapter, 
all officers commissioned by 
the governing board of a state 
institution of higher education 
may be empowered by the 
board to enforce rules and 
regulations promulgated by the 
board. Nothing in this sub- 
chapter is intended to limit or 
restrict the authority of each 
institution to promulgate and 
enforce appropriate rules and 
regulations for the 
orderly 


conduct of the institution in 
carrying out its purposes and 
objectives or 
the 
right of 


separate jurisdiction relating to 
the conduct of its students and 
personnel." 


THE 
administration 
of 


Navarro College will stand firm 
in the proper and lawful en- 
forcement of both policies and 
regulations. We will continue to 
call 
upon law enforcement 


officials as necessary to protect 
the peace and the personal 
safety of persons on the college 
campus 
and 
the 
physical 


facilities of the college. 


We want to thank the law 


enforcement officials and the 
volunteer reserve officers for 
the work they are doing in the 
performance of their duties as 
peace officers and let them 
know that we appreciate their 
efforts to assist us in main- 
taining an atmosphere which 
will permit the orderly func- 
tioning of the institution in 
accordance with the laws. We 
will not knowingly violate any 
laws and will not tolerate those 
who do.

It's the time of year when tennis 


players are out In force In our city 
parks, but I wonder if they are aware 
that we have an energy problem in this 
country. Last night, after 2 a.m., the 
courts were empty but I noticed that all 
the lights were left on. With the city's 
'utility bills going up like everyone 
else's, can't these people be more 
mindful of the costs to us all for their 
carelessness. Who should turn out the 
lights — the players or the city? 


The last players on the courts are 


responsible for turning off the lights, 
but as you noticed, they don't always do 
that. 


The city says they should, and often, 


do. But when they don't, police usually 
spot the lights and either turn them off 
or notify the proper city department to 
do it. 


Still, a lot of time and energy could be 


saved if the last players on the court 
would just remember to shut off the 
switch as they leave. 


While cleaning out my attic recently,

Shelton had initially refused 


to bond the Iranians out of jail, 
saying he was going to continue 
to hold them as illegal aliens for 
U.S. Immigration officials. 


After 
several phone con- 


versations 
with Immigration 


people, including Immigration 
general 
counsel 
James 


Crossland 
in 
Washington, 


Shelton decided that once the 
Iranians 
produced 
iden- 


tification he would release them 
on bond. 


He still plans to turn over to 


Immigration 
officials 
those 


Iranians who do not produce 
identification. 


Shelton also said that the 


Tuesday arrest of the Iranians 
was agreed upon in a con- 
ference which included Navarro 
College 
President 
Kenneth 


Walker and NC Board Chair- 
man Leighton Dawson. 


Shelton said the conference 


followed the meeting between 
Walker 
and 
the 
lawyers 


representing the Iranians. 


He said that at this point, they 


agreed that NC Security Guard 
Bob Smith would give the 
demonstrators three minutes to 
disperse, after which time they 
would be arrested. 


At the 
end of the three 


minutes, Shelton said he an- 
nounced that all the demon- 
strators were under arrest, 
explaining that when a lawman 
tells someone he is under 
arrest, he is under arrest and 
any action to avoid being picked 
up constitutes resisting arrest. 


"These 
people 
resisted 


arrest," Shelton said adding 
that it is "unlawful to resist 
arrest even though the arrests 
may be proved unlawful later in 
court." 


Iranians at the jail said that 


further 
demonstrations were 


contingent on what course of 
action the college takes. 


Jailer Hoy McNeil was in- 


structing those Iranians being 
bonded out not to congregate in 
the jail parkim; lot: "We don't 
have an entrance exam to t;t't in 
here." 


The Iranians spent the nif>lit 


in the Navarro County Jail after 
Shelton told their lawyers that 
he was going to treat the 
demonstrators as illegal aliens. 


The 56, seven of whom are 


women, were all charged with 
disorderly conduct as a result of 
Tuesday 
morning's demon- 


stration at Navarro College. 


IN ADDITION, the seven 


women 
were charged 
with 


criminal mischief in connection 
with the destruction of county 
property at the jail and one man 
was charged with assault on a 
peace officer, a felony, after 
Jailer Roy McNeil was kicked 
in the groin. 


Bond on the disorderly con- 


duct charges was set at either 
$200 cash bonds or $500 property 
bonds. The criminal mischief 
charges carried $500 bonds and 
the assault charge $2,500. 


But Tuesday night Shelton 


told lawyers Robin Collins and 
Nancy Hormachea that even if 
bond could be raised for the 
Iranians, he would not release 
them 
until 
he 
talked 
to 


Immigration. 


Shelton said then that none of 


the Iranians had 
passports, 


visas or identification and that, 


operating 
under 
the 
same 


premise he uses on suspected 
illegal aliens from Mexico, he 
was holding them to turn them 
over to Immigration officials. 


"It's up to them to show an ID 


or passport," Shelton said, 
adding the county has "been 
holding 
(illegal 
aliens) 
for 


Immigration for years." 


COLLINS PROTESTED that 


a recent court decision has 
declared it illegal for any local 
authorities to hold any illegal 
aliens 
or 
suspected illegal 


aliens. 


Shelton 
couldn't 
be con- 


vinced, however, and a four 
hour search of the County Law 
Library failed to turn up the 
hoped for proof. 


The lawyers returned to the 


jail about 7:45 a.m. Wednesday 
to post cash bonds for two of the 
Iranians, but McNeil told them 
that this still wouldn't produce 


their release. 


Collins said he was posting 


the bond so he could file a 
motion protesting holding his 
clients as illegal aliens. 


It had been a long night for 


McNeil, 
Tuesday 
as 
the 


Iranians stomped, kicked and 
beat on their all-metal quarters 
most of the night. 


BUT THE NIGHT was better 


than the prior day when McNeil 
had been assaulted trying to put 
one of the young men into a cell. 


He said that he had taken the 


Iranian upstairs but that he 
balked on being shown the cell. 
McNeil said that when he 
turned to call for assistance, the 
Iranian kicked him. 


McNeil also said that he and 


other deputies were spit on and 
had water thrown on them 
Tuesday. 


Additionally 
the 
Iranians 


refused to eat any of the 56 


sandwiches McNeil fixed for his 
new prisoners. 


The Iranians again refused 


breakfast this morning. 


McNeil said that the criminal 


mischief charges had been filed 
against the women because 
they were segregated enough 
that the deputies could tell what 
they were doing to the facilities. 


BUT HE ADDED that the 


damage at the jail was not 
limited to the womens' quar- 
ters. 


"They're tearing our jail 


apart," he said. 


Damage estimates showed 


damage of $690 to the Navarro 
County REACT bus which was 
used to transport the Iranians to 
the jail. 


Only four of the 14 windows on 


the bus were unbroken, in ad- 
dition to damage to the door and 
the severing of the microphone 
from the mobile unit.

U.S. Immigration 
Department 


in Dallas is using a double- 
standard in dealing with the 55 
Iranian demonstrators 
jailed 


Tuesday for disorderly conduct. 


"The 
U.S. 
Immigration 


Service in Dallas tells me we're 
to treat the Iranians differently 
than 
Mexican-Nationals 


suspected to be illegal aliens," 
said Shelton. 


He said representatives from 


the Dallas office at first refused 
to come to Corsicana to question 
the Iranians who he said do not 
have proper identification or 
passports. 
Immigration 
did 


come here later in the morning, 
however. 


"If I can't legally hold the 


Iranians, then I can no longer 
hold Mexican-Nationals for the 
Immigration Service," he said. 
"I feel we should treat all 
suspected 
illegal aliens he 


same." 


Shelton said that immigration 


officials in Dallas are assuming 
that the Iranians are legal 
aliens although the Iranians 
have 
failed 
to 
show 
iden- 


tification and passports. 


"I feel the Dallas office of the 


U.S. Immigration Service has 
failed totally to carry out its 
duties," he said. "They (im- 
migration officials) have been 
totally uncooperative and have 
given no assistance 
in this 


matter." . 


Shelton said that in the past, 


Mexican-Nationals suspected of 
being illegal aliens were held in 
custody until the immigration 
officials could come to Cor- 
sicana 
and 
question 
the 


suspects. 


"We 
will no longer hold 


Mexican-Nationals 
for 
the 


Immigration 
Service 
in 


Navarro County," he said. 


Shelton said he is going to 


contact the U.S. Immigration 
Department in Washington as 
well as Cong. Olin Teague's 
office about the matter. 


Shelton said that the Iranians 


have caused "thousands of 
dollars worth of damage" to 
paint, bunks and the cellblock 
area of the jail. 


"The 
people 
of Navarro 


County will have to pay the 
bill;" he said.
